TENSION 

Work 12 sts and 16 rows to measure 
loxiocm or 4x4m in body pattern 
using 4mm (US 6) needles, or a size 
needed to obtain tension.

Special stitch patterns 

BODY PATTERN 

Row 1 : K3, (k3w) to last 3 sts, k3. 

Row 2: K all sts, allowing the two extra 
wraps per stitch to drop, creating 
elongated stitches. 

Row 3-6: K all sts.

SLEEVE PATTERN 

Rnd 1 (RS); (K3w) to end. 

Rnd 2: P all sts, allowing the two extra 
wraps per stitch to drop, creating 
elongated stitches. 

Rnds3 and 5: K all sts. 
Rnds4and6:Pall sts. 



GARTER STITCH IN THE ROUND 

Rnd 1: Knit. 

Rnd 2: Purl. 

Rep Rnds 1-2 for patt. 



SHORT ROW BACK NECK SHAPING 
Wrap and turn (w&t) on RS rows: 

Yf, slip St to RH needle, yb, slip st back

Work 6 rounds garter stitch and then 
commence sleeve pattern, increasing 1 st 
on either side of marker every 1 1 (9, 8, 8, 

6, 5) rnds 5 (7, 8, 9, 1 1, 1 2) times as foil (if 
increase rnd falls on Rnd 1, work increases 
on Rnd 2 instead but continue working as 
established): 



before side marker, place 8 (8, 10, 12, 12, 12) 
sts on St holder or waste yarn, k across 21 
(24, 25, 26, 29, 31 ) sleeve sts, place marker 
(to mark right shoulder), knit across rest 
of sleeve. 

K across back to 4 (4, 5, 6, 6, 6) sts before side 
marker, place 8 (8, 1 0, 1 2, 1 2, 1 2) sts on st 



K1 , ml , work to last st, ml , kl . 

50 (56, 60, 64, 70, 74) sts rem when all 
increase rnds are complete. 

Continue working until sleeve measures 51 .5 
(53.5, 53.5, 53.5, 53.5, 52)cm or 20V4, (21, 21, 
21, 21, 20V2)in, ending on the same pattern 
row as the body. 

Set aside and work second sleeve the same. 

Yoke 

Join body and sleeve onto one long circular 
needle as follows: 

Place 4 (4, 5, 6, 6, 6) sts before and after 
marker on sleeves on st holder or waste yarn. 
Knit across right front to 4 (4, 5, 6, 6, 6) sts 


















NOTIONS 

Two pairs of 4mm (US 6) circular 
needles, 40cm or i6in and 80cm or 
32m long (a longer circular needle 
may be preferred for the yoke of 
larger sizes) 

A set of 4mm (US 6) double-pointed 
needles 

A set of 3.5mm (US 4) double-pointed 
needles 

Stitch markers 
Stitch holders or waste yam 
A large button 
A tapestry needle 

SPECIAL ABBREVIATIONS 
Ksw: Insert needle knitwise into st 
and yarn over needle three times, 
draw wraps through. 

PATTERN NOTES 

The jacket is worked in one piece with 
a circulaj’-shaped yoke. 

Work body and sleeves separately 
to uiideranns and then join onto 
one long circular needle to shape 
yoke. 

Stretch fabric slightly before 
measuring length while knitting.

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to LH needle, turn. 

Wrap and turn on WS rows; Yb, slip st to RH 
needle, yf, slip st back to LH needle, turn. 

On last row of shoulder shaping, k or p the 
wraps together with the st it was wrapped 
around as foils: 

On RS rows: Insert needle into wrap, then 
Into st, and k both together. 

On WS rows: From the back of work, lift 
wrap onto needle and p together with st. 

Body 

With longer circular needle, cast on 108 (120, 
132, 144,156, 168) sts. 

Place markers after 27 (30, 33, 36, 39, 42) sts 
and 54 (60, 66, 72, 78, 84) sts. 

Do not join, 

K 6 rows. 

Commence body pattern and work until 
garment measures 40, (42, 42, 40.5, 42, 
40.5)cm or 153/4 (161/2, 16V2, 16, 16V2, 16)in, 
ending with a WS row. 

Make a note of which pattern row you finish 
on, and be sure to finish sleeves on the same 
pattern row. 

Set aside and work sleeves. 

Sleeves 

With larger DPNs, cast on 40 (42, 44, 46, 48, 
50) sts and join to work in the round, being 
careful not to twist sts. 

Place marker for beg of round. 
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holder or waste yarn, k across 21 (24, 25, 26, 
29, 31) sleeve sts, place marker (to mark left 
shoulder), knit across rest of sleeve. 

K across left front (to next marker). 32 (32, 

40, 48, 48, 48) sts on hold. 176 (200, 212, 224, 
248, 268) sts rem. 

Work in patt for 9.5 (9.5, 9.5, 1 0, 1 1 .5 
1 1 .5)cm or 33/4 (3%, 3%, 4, 41 / 2 , 4V2)in. 

Work yoke decreases as follows (if decreases 
fall on pattern Rnd 1 or 2, work instead on 
pattern Rnd 3). 

Decrease Rnd 1: Decrease 44 (50, 52, 56, 62, 
66) sts evenly across whole row. 132 (150, 
160, 168, 186, 202) sts rem. 

Work in patt for a further 5cm or 2in. 

Decrease Rnd 2: Decrease 44 (50, 52, 56, 62, 
66) sts evenly across row. 88 (100, 108, 1 12, 
124, 136) sts rem. 

Work in patt for a further 5cm or 2in. 

Decrease Rnd 3: Decrease 22 (30, 34, 36, 44, 
48) sts evenly across whole row. 66 (70, 74, 
76, 80, 88) sts rem. 

SHAPE BACK NECK - WORKED THE SAME 
FOR ALL SIZES 

(RS): K to 4 sts before left shoulder marker, 
w&t. 

■ V 

(WS): K to 4 sts before right shoulder marker, 
w&t. 

(RS): K to wrap, k wrap tog with st, k3, w&t. 
(WS): K to wrap, k wrap tog with st, p3, w&t. 
(RS): K to wrap, k wrap tog with st, k3, w&t. 
(WS): K to wrap, k wrap tog with st, p3, w&t. 
Kto end of row. 

K 1 row, working wraps as they appear, 

K6 rows more. 

Cast off. 

Finishing 

l-CORD 

With smaller DPNs, cast on 3 sts. 

K3, *slide sts to other end of needle and k3. 
Rep from * until i-cord is long enough to fit 
around your button, allowing about 0.5cm 
or V4in at each end for sewing the i-cord 
onto the jacket. 

Cast off. 

Sew on i-cord to inside of garment, using 
photo for guidance, or in desired place. 

Graft underarm sts together. 

Weave in all loose ends. 

Steam press garment lightly if needed. 

Sew on button.

Body 

RUFFLE 

With CCl, cast on 352 (396, 456, 480, 528) sts. 
Note: This may seem like a large number 
of stitches but they're worked for only 
a few rows before decreasing to a more 
manageable number. 

Row 1 (RS): (K3, pi) around. 

Row 2: K2, pi , (k3, pi ) to last st, k1 . 

Rep Rows 1 -2 a total of 3 (4, 5, 6, 6) times 
more. 

Row 3 (RS): (DD, pi ) around. 1 76 (198, 228, 
240, 264) sts. 



Change to CC2 and purl 2 rows. 

K 1 row. 

BODY 

Change to MC and, starting with a RS row, 
work even in st st for 1 8 (20, 1 8, 22, 24) 
rows, ending on a WS row. 

Ages 6/7, 8/9 and 10/1 1 only 
Next row (RS): K5, kZtog, (klO, k2tog) 
across to last 5 sts, knit to end. (209, 220, 
242) sts.

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TENSION 

Work 20 sts and 28 rows in stocking 
stitch to measure loxiocm or 
4x4m using 4mm (US 6) needles, 
or a size needed to obtain tension. 

NOTIONS 

A 4mm (US 6) circular needle, 60cm 
or 24m long (or a pair of straights) 

A set of 4mm (US 6) double-pointed 
needles or a small circular needle 

Stitch markers 

Stitch holders or scrap yarn 

A tapestry needle 

Large straight pins or safety pins 

3 large buttons in CCi for the front, 
4cm or iVzin diameter 

2 medium buttons in CC2for the 
sleeves, 2cm or lin diameter 

SPECIAL STITCH PATTERNS 

Double decrease (DD) 

Slip two stitches together as if to knit, 
knit one, pass both slipped stitches 
together back over the knitted stitch. 

PATTERN NOTES 



All sizes 

Work even in st st forO (0, 17, 21, 23) rows, 
ending on a WS row. 

Next row: K4, k2tog, (K9, k2tog) to last 5 sts, 
knit to end. 1 60 (1 80, 1 90, 200, 220) sts. 

P 1 row. 

FRONT (RIGHT SIDE) 

Work 25 (30, 33, 35, 40) sts, then turn and 
work back across these sts. Cont in this way 
in st st for 25 (29, 31, 31, 33) rows more (for 
a total of 27 (31, 33, 33, 35) rows worked), 
ending on a RS row. Break yarn and place sts 
on holder. 

BACK 

Join new yarn to unworked sts, starting after 
right side front sts. Work 1 10 (120, 124, 130, 

1 40) sts, turn and continue to work st st even 
on these stitches for 17 (19, 17, 21, 23) more 
rows, ending on a WS row. 

Decrease as follows: 

Age 2/3 

K7, k2tog, (k3, k2tog) to last 6 stitches, knit 
to end. 90 sts. 



TOP TIP

stitches, joining all into one garment again. 
You should have 140 (1 60, 171, 184, 208) sts 
and two vertical pocket slits. 

Knit back and forth in st st across all sts 
for 30 (34, 40, 44, 50) rows more, ending 
on a WS row. 

Next row: K4 (3, 2, 8, 8), k2tog 0 (1, 1, 0, 0) 
time(s), (k9 (8, 7, 5, 4), k2tog) across to last 
4 (5, 3, 2, 8) sts, kto end, 128 (144, 152, 160, 
176) sts. 

Work even in st st for 6 rows, ending on 
a RS row 



The coat is worked flat from the 
bottom up, starting with a mock 
pleat ruffle. The sleeves are knitted 
separately in the round, joined and 
worked together with the body for 
the circular yoke. The coat features 
vertical side pockets with garter 
stitch welts, with the lining knitted 
in the round. 

The construction has been designed 
to be almost entirely seamless, with 
details picked up and knitted in place 
- garter stitch shawl collar, i-cord 
trim and button loops. Separate lacy 
snowflakes are knitted and sewn on 
as appliques.

Age 4/5 (6/7) 

K2(7), k2tog, (k4, k2tog) to last 2 (7) stitches, 
knit to end. 100 (105) sts. 



With WS facing, p28 (32, 34, 36, 40) sts, cast 
off 8 sts, p56 (64, 68, 72, 80) (including st rem 
from cast off), cast off 8 sts, p28 (32, 34, 36, 
40) (including st remaining from cast off).

Age 8/9 

K4, k2tog, (k6, k2tog) to last 4 sts, k to end. 
114 sts. 

Age10/11 

K8, k2tog, (k9, k2tog) to last 9 stitches, knit 
to end, 128 sts. 

Work even in ststforS (10, 14, 10, 10) more 
rows, for 27 (31, 33, 33, 35) rows total from 
beginning of back section, ending on a RS 
row. Break yarn and begin front (left side). 

FRONT (LEFT SIDE) 

Join new yarn on right edge of remaining 
unworked stitches, work across to end, turn 
and work back across 25 (30, 33, 35, 40) sts. 
Work in st st on these sts for 25 (29, 31, 31, 
33) rows more (for a total of 27 (31, 33, 33, 
35) rows worked), ending on a RS row. 

Joining row 

Purling back on wrong side, turn and purl 
across left front stitches, back and right front 



Pockets 

Work the pockets at any time after the body 
is joined back together above the pocket 
openings. If you would rather not have the 
weight of the whole coat to deal with, work 
them before the sleeves are Joined, If you 
want to keep working the body of the coat, 
do the pockets any time after completing 
the yoke. 

The pockets are knitted in the round, with 
a purl Told ridge' at the top and bottom 
edges. The pockets slant down towards the 
bottom of the coat, to accommodate hands 
at a more natural angle. They're worked right 
side out. At the end, they're tucked inside 
the coat, and the stocking stitch sides will 
be the lining of the pockets. 

Picking up stitches 

With RS facing and using MC, pick up 
sts around the pocket opening (the gaps 
between tne fronts and back when the 
pieces ^vere v/orked separately). Starting at 
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the bottom corner of the pocket opening, 
pick up approx 3 sts for every 4 rows, picking 
up an extra stitch at the top and bottom 
of the pocket. Be sure to pick up the same 
number of stitches on both sides of the 
pocket. Place a marker just before the extra 
picked-up stitches at the top and bottom. 

Work a plain pocket round - (knit to marker, 
purl next stitch) twice. 

Work one more plain pocket round, ending 
1 St before bottom marker. 

Work a pocket shaping round -ml, k1, pi, 
slip marker, k1, ml, knit to 1 st before top 
marker, pm, p3tog (removing marker), knit 
to end. 

Continue in this manner, working two rows 
of plain pocket round, ending 1 st before 
the bottom marker, then working a pocket 
shaping round. You will be increasing on 
either side of the bottom purl ridge of the 
pocket and decreasing on either side of 
the top purl ridge of the pocket, to create 
a downward slanting pocket. 

Work in this manner for 9 pocket-shaping 
rounds, then work plain pocket rounds until 
pocket reaches the front edge of the coat 
when laid flat., With stitches still on the 
needles, turn pocket inside out so that the 
smooth knit side is on the inside and the 
purl side is on the outside. 

Line up the stitches with the bottom purl 
stitch first, and the rest of the stitches evenly 
distributed on two needles. Cast off the purl 
stitch, then work a 3-needle cast off to the 
last purl stitch. Cast off the last purl stitch. 

POCKET WELT 

On RS of the coat, use a double-pointed 
needle and CC1 to pick up stitches across 
the front edge of the pocket (the side closer 
to the front opening of the coat). Pick up 
approximately 3 stitches for every 4 rows, 
picking up the stitches Just a half-stitch 
away from where stitches were picked up 
for the lining. 



With CC2, cast on 3 stitches onto a double- 
pointed needle, leaving a tail for sewing. 
Slide stitches to the other end, and k3. Slide 
stitches to the other end and k2. Slip next 
stitch, yo, and knit one pocket-edge stitch. 
Pass the yo and the slipped stitch over the 
knitted edge stitch. 

Slip all 3 i-cord stitches to the other end of 
the needle and, without turning, continue 
as follows: 

K2, sh, yo, knit one edge stitch, pass yo 
and slipped stitch over edge stitch as one 
stitch, slip the remaining stitches to other 
end of needle. 



vertical edge of the welt, and work 5 more 
rounds of attached i-cord. Pass yarn end 
through all 3 stitches and tie off, leaving 
a tail for sewing. 

Repeat for second pocket. 

Sleeves 

Note: Check tension again after an inch of 
sleeve, as it can change when working in the 
round. If the tension is tighter (more stitches 
per inch), try working with larger needles. 

LEFT SLEEVE 



Working back and forth, knit 10 rows in CC1 
(for 5 garter stitch ridges). Break yarn and 
keep sts on needle. 



With another double-pointed needle, 
pick up 5 stitches along the vertical edge 
of the pocket welt, in preparation for the 
i-cord edging. 



Keep making attached i-cord edging in this 
manner until all 5 vertical-edge stitches have 
been knitted. Now work 2 rows of free i-cord 
(knit 3 stitches, slip all 3 to left needle), and 
then begin attached i-cord edging across the 
long edge of the pocket welt. When you reach 
the end of these stitches, knit 2 more rows of 
free i-cord, then pick up 5 stitches along the 



With a provisional cast on, cast on 53 (57, 
59, 63, 67) sts. With CC1, knit 10 rows (for 
5 garter stitch ridges). Cast off 5 stitches 
at beginning of next row, knit to end. Turn 
and purl back. Turn, knit across and Join in 
the round, pm for beg of rnd. 48 (52, 54, 
58, 62) sts. 



Change to MC and knit around in st st until 











sleeve measures 29.25 (30.5, 34.25, 38, 
39.5cm or 11 '/2 (12, 13’/2, 15, 15'/2)in. K8 
(9, 9, 1 0, 1 1 ), cast off 8 sts and complete the 
round by working around to first cast off st. 
40 (44, 46, 50, 54) sts rem. Place sts on holder 
and set aside. 



RIGHT SLf EVE 

With a provisional cast on, cast on 53 (57, 

59, 63, 67) stitches. Using CC1, knit 10 rows 
(for 5 garter stitch ridges). Knit one more 
row, then turn and cast off 5 sts in purl at 
beginning of next row, purl to end. Turn and 
knit back, then join in the round, pm for beg 
of rnd. 48 (52, 54, 58, 62) sts. Change to MC 
and knit around in st st until sleeve measures 
29.25 (30.5, 34.25, 38, 39.5)cm or 11 (12, 

13, 15, 15)in, ending 16 (17, 17, 18, 19) 
sts before marker. Cast off 8 stitches 
and complete the round by working 
around to first cast-off stitch. 40 (44, 

46, 50, 54) sts. 

Place sts on holder and set aside. 



Yoke 

Lay the body and sleeves of the coat 
in the right position, ensuring the 
sleeve cuffs have their tabs pointing 
to the back of the coat. Now join the 
sleeves to the body in one big row. 
Keeping the orientation of the pieces, 
knit across the right.tront stitches 
of body to the armhole cast off, knit 
across held sts of right sleeve, knit 
across back to armhole cast off, knit 
held sts of left sleeve, knit left front. 
192 (216, 228, 244, 268) sts. 

Purl back. 

Knit across, decreasing 2 (6, 8, 4, 8) sts 
evenly. 190 (210, 220, 240, 260) sts. 



44 (49,51,55, 59) sts. 

Purl 1 row. 

Place rem sts on holder. 

Shawl collar 

The shawl collar is worked in garter stitch 
with short rows. To get a better finish, it's 
worth wrapping and turning the short rows, 
but you don't have to pick up the wrapped 
stitches. Just knit right past them. The collar 
is worked starting on the wrong side, so that 
it presents a neat edge when turned out. 









Starting with a WS (purl) row, work back 
and forth in st st for 9 (1 1 , 1 3, 1 3, 1 3) rows, 
ending on a WS row. 

Yoke decrease rnd 1: K1, k2tog, (k3, k2tog) 
across to last 2 stitches, k2. 1 52 (1 68, 1 76, 
192, 208) sts. 

Purl 1 row. 

Continue working in st st for 8 (8, 8, 1 2, 1 2) 
rows more, at the same time (on RS rows) 
decrease one stitch on either end of the row 
as foil: K1, ssk, kto last 3 stitches, k2tog, k1, 
144(160, 168, 180, 196) sts. 

Yoke decrease rnd 2: K1, ssk, (k2, k2tog) 
around to last stitch, k1. 108 (120, 126, 135, 
147) sts. 



Purl 1 row. 

Continue working in st st for 8 (10, 12, 12, 14) 
rows, at the same time (on RS rows) decrease 
one stitch on either end of the 
row as foil: K1 , ssk, k to last 3 sts, k2tog, k1 . 
100(110, 114, 123, 133) sts rem. 

Yoke decrease rnd 3: Kl, ssk, (kl, k2tog) to 
last 1 (2, 3, 3, 1 ) st(s), knit to end. 67 (74, 77, 
83, 89) sts rem. 

Purl 1 row. 

Next row (RS): Kl, ssk, knit to last 3 stitches, 
k2tog, kl. 65 (72, 75, 81, 87) sts. 

Purl 1 row. 

Final yoke decrease rnd: K2, ssk, (kl, k2tog) 
across to last 1 (2, 2, 2, 2) sts, kto end. 



Turn coat so wrong side is facing. With CC1, 
pick up stitches on the wrong side around 
the V-neck as follows: 

Find yoke decrease rnd 1 . This will be 
the decrease round after which the edge 
decreases begin. Starting at this row, pick 
up stitches evenly (at a ratio of about 3 
stitches for every 4 rows) up the side of the 
V, to where the collar stitches begin. Mount 
collar stitches on a needle and knit all collar 
stitches.

up the wrap, knit one more stitch, then wrap 
the next stitch and turn. Work back and forth 
this way, working one stitch past the last 
wrapped stitch, and wrapping and turning 
the next, until you're 4 or 5 stitches from the 
bottom of the V collar, ending on a right-side 
row. After last wrap, turn and knit all the way 
to the end of the picked-up collar stitches, 
turn and knit two more rows all the way 
across the collar. Put all collar stitches on 
a spare needle or scrap yarn. 

Snowflakes 

Each point of the snowflake is worked 
back and forth separately, then all 6 points 
are joined in the round and decreased to 
the centre.

each point out, and opening the arrow- 
shaped ends of each point to show the lace. 

Finishing 

ARMHOLES 

Sew the openings under the arms closed, 
lining up the stitches on either side to make 
a neat seam. Take an extra stitch on either 
side of the opening to tighten it up, if 
necessary. 

APPLIED l-CORD EDGING 

Using the same i-cord edging technique 
described above, work as foil: 

At bottom edge of the left side of the coat, 
pick up 3 sts using CC2 in the garter ridge 
just above the ruffle. Begin to work applied 
i-cord, picking up stitches to create a smooth 
edge, with no rippling or bunching. We 
suggest a ratio of 2 rounds of i-cord for every 
3 rows of knitting. 

After a few inches, check to make sure 
that tension is correct, and change ratio if 
necessary. Work applied i-cord all the way up 
to the reserved collar stitches. Now put these 



stitches on another needle and continue 
working applied i-cord across these stitches, 
working 1 round of i-cord for every live stitch 
on the garter collar. 

When you come to the end of the collar 
stitches, continue working applied i-cord 
down the right side of the coat in the same 
manner as the first side, until you reach the 
garter border at the bottom of the right 
side. Using a tapestry needle, pass the yarn 
through all three stitches from right to left, 
and tie off, leaving a tail for sewing. Using 
this tail, sew the end of the i-cord to the 
garter border using a few stitches so that it 
lies nicely, 

CUFFS 

On each cuff, take the free end of i-cord on 
the inside of the cuff and sew it to the edge 
with a few small stitches. Lay the tab of the 
cuff over this and, using CCl, sew the free 
edge of the tab (without i-cord) down at the 
fold line. 

Using the remaining i-cord tail, sew the end 
of the top i-cord to the edge with a few 
small stitches. Weave in any other ends near 





POINT (MAKE 6) 

Using CC2, cast on 1 stitch. 

Row 1 : PI . 

Row 2 IRS): Kfb^ k1 in same stitch. (3 sts) 

Row 3 and all other odd-number rows: Purl.

the cuff and trim. 

Take a cuff button and centre it in the 
overlapping corner of the cuff. Sew from 
the inside of the sleeve through all layers to 
attach the button as a decorative closure. 

BLOCKING 

Block the entire coat, either with steam or 
with a wet-block, allowing the coat to dry 
completely. Make sure the pocket linings 
are lying flat and even with each other. 
Handle the front of the coat gently, so that 
the pocket linings don't mark the front 
with creases. 



the cast-off edge of the pocket to the place 
where the i-cord joins the body of the coat 
on the wrong side. 

COLLAR 

If you wish, permanently sew the collar into a 
folded position. Fold the collar evenly around 
so that the wrong side doesn't show, and 
pin in place. Using CC1, work a large running 
stitch where the collar is joined to the i-cord 
edging, tacking it down to the coat below. 
Make sure the stitches are invisible and don't 
distort the collar. 

BUTTON LOOPS AND FRONT BUTTONS 

First, find the positioning for the buttons. 

Lay the coat out flat and place a button on 
the right-hand side, at the corner where the 
collar ends. Using a pin, mark the location 
of the middle of this button on the left side. 
Now find the place on the left side that you 
would like the lowest button, at the top of 
the pockets or an inch or two below. Mark 
the edge with another pin at that point. If 
you're using three buttons, fold the coat 
in half, matching these two pins, and put 
a third pin at the fold line. 

Using double-pointed needles and CC2, 
pick up three stitches on the wrong side of 
the coat, right at the edge of the i-cord, to 
the right of first pin. Work i-cord until the 
cord folded over allows the coat button to 
pass snugly through. Remember that the 
yarn will stretch. Count the rounds of i-cord 
worked and repeat for the other two loops. 
Break yarn, leaving a tail for sewing. Using 
a tapestry needle, pass the yarn through 
the three stitches from right to left and pull 
tight. Sew the i-cord end firmly to the coat 



on the wrong side, just to the left of the 
picked-up stitches. If you wish, take a small 
stitch joining the two i-cords right at the 
base of the loop. 

Tie off and weave in all ends. 

Repeat for the other two pins. 

Lay the coat out flat again, overlapping the 
left side of the coat slightly with the right 
side. Put a pin inside each button loop and 
pull it gently to the right to find the correct 
location for the button. Mark each button 
location on the right side this way. Sew each 
button in place, checking that they're in 
a straight line, and that the whole coat sits 
evenly when buttoned. 

SNOWFLAKES 

Lay the coat out flat with the back facing up. 
Position the snowflakes and pin in place. 

Using a tapestry needle and the tail left 
on each point of the snowflake, stretch 
the point out just a little and use a stitch 
to secure in place. Working symmetrically 
around the snowflake, sew all the points 
in place this way. Using a long piece of CC2 
and a tapestry needle, sew with a running 
stitch around the edges of all the snowflake 
points, pulling the ends into diamond 
shapes. Make sure the sides are straight, 
opening the lace slightly. 

Fasten off on the back side and weave the 
tail of the yarn in the space between the 
coat and the centre of the snowflake. 



Repeat for each snowflake. 

Weave in any remaining ends and trim.

A, then cast off 6 (8, 1 0, 1 2, 1 4, 1 4, 
16) sts, removing marker B, work 
across rem 23 (26, 27, 30, 32, 35, 38) 
sts, removing last marker A. 
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To gather cuff, with RS facing, pick up and 
knit 32 (32, 34, 34, 36, 36, 40) sts along 
bottom edge of sleeve. 

Work in garter st for 5cm/2in. 

Cast off. 

Collar 

Cast on 1 5 (1 5, 1 7, 1 7, 1 9, 1 9, 1 9) sts and 
work even in garter st for 33 (33, 35.5, 35.5, 
38,38)cm or 13 (13, 14, 14, 15, 15, 15)in. 
Increase 1 st on left edge of collar every 4th 
row 3 times, then every other row 1 7 times. 
35 (35, 37, 37, 39, 39, 39) sts. 

Work even until collar reaches from hem 
of front to centre back of neck, stretching 
slightly (approx 56 (56, 58.5, 58.5, 61, 61, 
63.5)cm or 22 (22, 23, 23, 24, 24, 25)in). 

Mark centre back of collar and continue to 
work second half, reversing all shaping. 

Finishing 

Press all pieces gently with a cool iron. 
Following embroidery chart for colours and 
using Swiss darning, embroider floral motifs 
onto flat pieces, randomly or using photo as 
a guide. 

Sew shoulder, side and underarm seams, set 
in sleeves. 

Sew on collar, stretching slightly around 
back neck. 

With tapestry needle and yarn colour of 
choice, work running stitch through edge of 
collar as shown. 



Sew button on left side of waist, then sew on 
snap fastener invisibly on inside at waist. 
Lightly steam entire garment

F rom duplicate stitch 
to cross stitch to free- 
flowing couch work, 
once you understand 
the basics of embroidering 
on knitted fabric, a world of 
creative opportunity opens up. 

The most frequently used method 
of embroidering knitted fabric, also 
known as Swiss darning, imitates the 
construction of the knit stitch. Usually 
worked on the right side of stocking 
stitch, it’s often employed in place of 
intarsia, particularly for small motifs - 
see Joan McGowan-Michael’s beautiful 
Rosebud jacket on page 38 of this 
issue. It’s especially useful for adding 
additional detail to areas of intarsia. 



Swiss darning 

Leave a tail on the wrong side, *bring 
the threaded needle to the right side of 
the fabric at the base of the stitch you 
want to cover. Pass needle from right 
to left under the stitch in the row above 
it (fig 1, below) and back to the wrong 
side of the fabric (fig 2, below) to form 
a ‘V’ shape. Repeat from *. Work up 
and down in columns, or back and 
forth in rows. Keep your stitches quite 
loose so the resulting fabric still has 
plenty of stretch and isn’t too stiff. 
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Feature • Embroidery 



Chain stitch 

Another very useful embroidery stitch 
is chain stitch, which can be used 
decoratively (tr>’ a long chain in a 
contrast colour, meandering up a sleeve 
or around a collar), functionally, or 
if you prefer to knit up stitches for a 
collar (rather than cast off then pick up 
and knit). On heavy garments, a line of 
chain stitch around the neckline will 
add reinforcement to prevent it from 
stretching out. 

Leaving a tail on the wrong side of 
the knitted fabric, bring your threaded 
needle to the right side (fig i, right). 
*Make a little loop with your yarn, insert 
needle where it came out and into the 
centre of the next stitch (fig 2, right). 

Pull through, with the needle over 
the loop of yarn, forming a ‘chain’ (fig 3, 
right). Repeat from

Cross stitch 

Cross stitch gives a sweet, folksy look 
and you can use any counted cross stitch 
design. To avoi 4 adding too much bulk, 
use a lighter-weight yarn or split a yarn 
into plies. Make sure the top strand of all 
stitches is worked in the same direction. 

Leaving a tail on the wrong side, 
bring threaded needle to the right side of 
fabric at the lower left corner of the stitch 
you wish to cover. ^Insert needle at the 
upper-right edge of the same stitch and 
draw through at the upper-left edge (fig 1, 
below). Insert needle into the low^er-right 
corner to complete one cross stitch (fig 2, 
below), or repeat from * to form a column 
of oblique stitches, then work back across 
the stitches in a similar manner to form 
the ‘crosses’ (fig 3, below). I>

Couching 

If you’ve got a single skein of thick and 
thin yarn that you don’t know what to 
do with, try couching a length of it onto 
some knitted fabric to see the effect. 

Lay a length of the yarn onto the surface 
of the knitted background (bold, fluid 
shapes almost always work best, see left) 
and use a needle threaded with a toning 
or contrasting thread to secure it to the 
fabric (see pic, right).

With WS together, sew up the seam at the 
back of the head.

Put on body and tie a length of yarn tightly 
around the neck, forming a frill. 

From the right side, take each end of the 
arms through one of the dress holes at 
the side of the body and secure them at 
each side of the back seam where the body 
shaping ends. 



Fold the middle of the arms together and tie 
a length of yarn about 1 cm in from the fold 
to form the hands.

Row 1: *K1, yo, kl, si, k2tog, psso, kl, yo, 
repeat from * to last stitch, kl. 

Row 2: P. 

Repeat these two rows 9 times more. 



Shape top as follows: 

Row 1 1 : *K2tog, repeat from * to the last st, 
kl.(22 sts) 

Row 1 2: *P2tog, repeat from * to the end of 
the row. (11 sts) 

Row 3: K. 

Row 4: *P1 , yo, repeat from * to the last 
.st, pi. (21 sts)

CORRUGATED RIBBING 

(Multiple of 4 sts) 

Note: All stitches are slipped with the yarn in 
the back of work.

Rnd 2: *SI 2 p-wise, k2 CC; rep from * to end

PATTERN NOTES 

Wind 5 bobbins ofCC, Bobbins A, B, 

C, D, E to correspond with Flames 

A, B, C, D, E accordingly. Flames 
A-D are the 4 flames that begin with 
Ends 1 and 2, working right to left 
beginning with Flame A. Flame E is 
the centre flame. 

Begin knitting in the round, beginning 
with MC. When chart indicates, knit 
desired jmmber of sts of CC with a 
separate bobbin for each flame 
as follows: 

Round liKio sts (sts 1-10) with MC, 
kl St (st 11) with Bobbin Bfor Flame 

B, k2 (sts 12-13) with MC, ki (st 14) 
with Bobbin Cfor Flame C, ki MC 
(st 15), kl (st 16) with Bobbin Dfor 
Flame D. Knit with MC remaining sts 
of round. 

Round 2: Start Flame A with Bobbin 
A on st 8, float Flame B’s, C’s and D’s 
CC yarn on WS to starting point of 
each respective flame. 

Add Flame E with Bobbin E when 
indicated by chart. 

Pull floats slightly to make flames 
‘pop’ from mitten. 

Wi'ap CC with MC at the beginning 
and end of each flame section to 
prevent holes in mitten.

All sizes 

Begin thumb gusset shaping AT THE SAME 
TIME and, depending on size, work any extra 
st st rounds in MC before starting to work on 
chart as follows: 



Small only 

Continue working chart as established. 



Medium only 

Cont with MC, work 2 more rnds of st st and 
then begin chart as follows: 

Rnd 1 : Kl, work 22 sts in chart, work to end of 
rnd with MC. 

Large only 

Cont with MC, work 6 more rounds of st st 
and then begin chart as follows: 

Rnd 1: K3, work 22 sts in chart, work to end 
of rnd with MC. 



Rnd 1: Work 25 (27, 31) sts as established, pm, 
MIR, kl, MIL, pm, kto end of rnd. 

46 (50, 58) sts. 

Rnd 2: Work as established. 

Rnd 3: Work as established to marker, sm, 
MIR, kto next marker, MIL, sm, kto end of 
rnd. 48 (52, 60) sts. 

Rep Rnds 2 and 3 until there are 17 (19, 21) 
sts between markers. 

Knit to first gusset marker. 

Place the 17 (19, 21) thumb gusset sts on 
waste yarn, to be worked later for thumb. 




FLAMES CHART 



HAND 

With MC, join in the rnd the rem 43 (47, 55) sts, 
using the backward loop cast on to cast on 
one more st over gap and place this st on RH 
needle. This st replaces the one used for the 
thumb. 44 (48, 56) sts. 

Work chart as established and AT THE SAME 
TIME begin decreases for top of mitten at 
Rnd 47 (45, 41) of chart. Place removable 
marker after first 22 (24, 28) sts of rnd. 

Begin decreases 

Rnd 1 : *K1, ssk, work chart to 3 sts before 
marker, k2tog, k1, rep from * once more. 

40 (44, 52) sts rem. 

Rnd 2: Work even as est. 

Rep Rnds 1-2 three (four, six) times more. 

28 sts rem. 

Divide rem 28 sts evenly on two needles. 

Hold needles parallel to each other and seam 
with Kitchener st. 

Weave in end. 

THUMB 

Put the 17 (19, 21) gusset sts onto three 
double-pointed needles as follows; 7 (8, 9) 
sts on needle 1, 7 (8, 9) sts on needle 2, and 
3 (3, 3) sts on needle 3. 

With MC and needle 3, pick up and knit 2 
sts from hand to close the gap, pm, and 
begin knitting in the round. Place removable 
marker on first round of thumb to measure 
from this row. 19 (21, 23) sts. 

Knit for 4.5 (5, 5.5)cm or 1 (2, iVijin, or until 
thumb measures 0.5cm or V 2 in shorter than 
desired length. 

Decreases 

Rnd 1: K1 (k2tog) to end of rnd. 10 (1 1, 12) sts. 
Rnd 2: Knit. 

Rnd 3: KO (1,0), (k2tog) to end of rnd. 5 (6, 

6) sts. 

Break yarn, leaving 30.5cm or 12in tail. Draw 
yarn through rem sts. 

Weave in end on inside of mitten. 

Left mitten 

Work as for right mitten except for first 
thumb gusset round as follows; 

Rnd 1: Work as established to last 4 sts, pm, 
mir, kl, mil, pm, k3. 

46 (50, 58) sts. 




Finishing 

Weave in ends. 
Block. 
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“Get inventive with colour! Personalise the 
mittens by using your favourite hues and 
if you fancy a real challenge, try knitting 
multi-coloured flames!'’
